The Technical Committe under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. Edward Beale, Johns-Manville Corporation, for the 
past two years is now being directed by Mr. D. F. Quealy.

ments. 


The Fiber Testing Committee under the Chairman- 
ship of Mr. C. R. Hutehcroft, Keasbey & Mattison Com- 
pany. in cooperation with the Quebee Asbestos Miners As- 
sociation and the Asbestos-Cement Products Association 
has, during the past year, drafted eight standard methods 
of test and procedures for the evaluation of asbestos fibers. 
Additional test methods are now being considered and it is 
hoped that the full compliment of significant test methods 
may be completed in the near future. 


The Fellowship laboratory under the direction of Dr. 
M. C. Shaw and located at the Philadelphia Textile In- 
stitute conducts an extensive research program and, in 
addition, continues to serve all of the committees in their 
many investigations and provides technical assistance 
whenever necessary. 

The activities and interests of the Asbestos Textile 
Institute are continually expanding and the efforts exerted 
by the membership in the programs encompassed by the 
several specialized sections of the organization serve to 
provide the industry with an ever-increasing fund of 
knowledge related to the products of the industry. With 
this increased understanding it is felt that the industry will 
continue to grow and be able to meet the demands for the 
new and improved materials being sought by the engineers 
of today and tomorrow.

Asbestos-Cement Products Association 


The vear 1959 was an active one for the Asbestos- 
Cement Products Association and its member companies. A 
major project was the completion of a model asbestos- 
cement house erected in Oklahoma City in cooperation with 
the publication, LIVING For Young Homemakers, and the 
National Association of Home Builders. This was not just 
another model house but a promotional device marking a 
forward step in research into the fundamentals of home 
design and construction. Most of the materials used were 
new and some are not yet on the market. Products for the 
house were supplied by member companies of the A-CPA 
which financed the undertaking. 

In the first ten days that the house was open (October 
15-25) some 60,000 people looked it over. The architect 
was Duane Conner of Oklahoma City, who has many out- 
standing buildings to his credit. The builder was Joel Coley, 
well-known contractor of Oklahoma City. The house is of 
all-asbestos-cement construction and of unusual design 

An unusual feature of the new house is the roof which 
was factory-built from sheets of curved corrugated Asbes- 
tos-Cement. The sheets were placed in a form and filled 
with a light-weight cellular concrete which made a thermal 
structure panel permanently finished on both sides about 
two inches thick and with a horizontal length of 10 feet. 
There are four of these panels forming the roof of the 
dwelling and two on the carport. 

The February issue of LIVING For Young Home- 
makers gives an excellent description of the house. The 
issue is beautifully illustrated with color and black and 
white photographs picturing the beauty and stability of 
this new asbestos structure. 
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During 1959 the Association issued three of its 
** Asbestos-Cement Quarterlys’’, magazines, which have had 
wide and enthusiastic acceptance by both the industry and 
by architects and engineers. Many letters have been receiv- 
ed from architects suggesting material for future issues. 
Copies of the QUARTERLY ean be obtained by writing to 
the Asbestos-Cement Products Association, 509 Madison 
Avenue. New York 22, New York. 

The Association has had a rather comptete public 
relations program handled by Ruder & Finn Incorporated. 
The 1959 program included a farm film which will bring 
the industry’s story to thousands of potential A-C products 
buyers in rural areas through showings to farm group 
meetings, schools and agricultural colleges. In addition, the 
Association is distributing several short films for TV 
programs throughout the country. 

Robert W. MeLaughlin, Director of the School of 
Architecture of Princeton University and Associate Pro- 
fessor Henry Jandl completed a survey and issued a report 
for the Association: ‘*‘ Asbestos-Cement, A Basie Building 
Material, An Analysis of its Uses in Modern Architecture’’ 
One of the chief recommendations contained in this sur- 
vey was the need for a Technical Handbook. The Associa- 
tion’s Board of Directors approved this recommendation 
and the initial steps for such an undertaking were started 
in 1959. This will be a Technical Handbook on A-C Pro- 
duets for architects, engineers, designers and others. It will 
cover the material generically and will include not only 
complete technical data but also architectural drawings 
on applications and uses. 

During the year, the Association Manager and other 
members have given talks to building product training 
course groups set up by retail lumber dealer associations 
at universities around the country. A color slide presenta- 
tion is used in these talks and also a 16 MM film produced 
by the association entitled ‘‘The Man From Missouri’’, 
which ably presents the use of A-C products on modern 
homes. 

Another new project added to the Association’s list 
was the issuance of a special NEWS BULLETIN which is 
sent to the members at irregular intervals to bring them

Many meetings have been held in the course of the 
year on pertinent subjects by the Sales Engineering, Public 
Relations, Corrugated and Panel, Government. and Techni- 
cal Committees. 

The public relations program has had three major 
objectives: (1) to develop long range activities and pro- 
jects which lay the groundwork for future industry growth 
and promotion, (2) to back up individual company pro- 
motions by providing a continuous publicity and informa-

RAYBESTOS-MANHATTAN, INC. 


John Francis Deems Rohrbach, Presi- 
dent of Raybestos-Manhattan, Inec.. was 
born in New York City. He attended 
Jersey City Public Schools, Senftner 
Preparatory School and graduated, Cum 
Laude, B.C.S., from New York School of 
Commerce, Accounts and Finance. 

Mr. Rohrbach received his New York 
State Certified Public Accountant Cer- 
J. F. D. Rohrbach tificate in 1914 and became a partner of 
the firm of J. Lee Nicholson & Company that same year. He 
acquired Major Nicholson’s interest in the firm in 1923 
and formed a new partnership, retaining the old name. 

He taught cost accounting at Columbia University’s 
School of Business for several years, and wrote ‘‘Cost 
Accounting—Theory and Practice’’, with Major Nicholson 
as co-author. 

On January 1, 1939, Mr. Rohrbach became Assistant 
to the President of Raybestos-Manhattan, Inc.; Vice Presi- 
dent and Director, April 4.

A home built almost entirely of asbestos-cement, the 
first in a series of research homes projected in a national 
program sponsored by LIVING For Young Homemakers, 
and the magazine’s associates in the Basic Materials Re- 
search and Design Committee, opened in Oklahoma City on 
Octover 15th, 1959. 

This home is the work of Duane Conner, A.I.A., and 
has been built by Joel Coley of Oklahoma City, under the 
auspices of the Oklahoma City Home Builders Association. 

Basically simple in design, the home is a square with 
a large common room which includes the kitchen. formal 
and informal dining areas, a family area, and a large patio 
extension. In addition to the family common area, the home 
includes a room for ‘‘retreat’’, which LIVING For Young 
Homemakers’ decorators have treated as a formal living 
room. Two children’s bedrooms, each with its own fenced 
terrace, are divided by a sliding wall which can be opened 
to provide a large indoor play area. Two full baths, and a 
master bedroom and terrace complete the plan. 

Undoubtedly the most surprising use of asbestos-cement 
in the house is the multi-vaulted arched roof developed by 
the Keasbey & Mattison Company. 

The panels for the arches are made of corrugated 
Asbestos-Cement sheets with an insulating core center. Each 
arch spans 10 feet along its chord. The rise at the mid- 
point is 24 inches and the arc is a true cirele with a radius 
of seven feet, 3 inches. Corrugated sheets of Asbestos- 
Cement, 3/16 inch thick, were molded to this are by press- 
ing them in a wet, uncured condition, on a steel form with 
the corrugations running lengthwise. The sheets are 36 
inches wide so that each panel covers a total of 30 square 
feet of floor area. 

The sheets were then cleaned and polished by rubbing 
with a medium grade emery cloth. The resulting finish 
has a soft gray appearance, resembling a polished stone face.

John H. Lowell, President of The Clute Corporation, 
announced on January 21st, 1960, the completion of nego- 
tiations to finance the first phase of construction of the 
1,000 ton a day asbestos mill in northern California. The 
new mill is a part of a one-million dollar expansion to be 
built at the open pit mine site of the company’s wholly- 
owned subsidiary, Asbestos Bonding Corporation, located 
near Napa, California. 


Construction will begin immediately on the first of 
four units with 250 ton a day capacity each. The first 
unit should be completed and ready for production runs 
within four to five months after ground breaking. 


For the past year, Clute has open pit mined and 
milled at the rate of approximately 60 to 70 tons of 
asbestos ore a day in its pilot mill. Pilot mill operation 
on as highly technical a natural resource as asbestos is 
essential to guarantee uniformity of the various end 
products to the consumer. 


Short fibers, which constitute the bulk of demand and 
production, have broad use in manufacturing and building 
materials, heat insulating products, auto parts, fillers and 
compressed packing. 


Its deposit offers many unusual opportunities to dis- 
pose of fines or lower priced by-products from the milling 
process. Most Canadian producers send these fines to the 
dumps due to the tremendous difference in freight costs 
to U. S. markets. Fines with reduced fiber content can 
make up 50 to 60 percent of the mill run and have excellent 
application in many low budget end products, such as 
moisture retention agents for mortar and stucco. Currently 
the company is recovering approximately 23 percent fiber 
from the ore milled at the pilot plant with remainder being 
sold as specialty products or mineral fill.

GENERAL BUSINESS. 


With the final settlement of the steel dispute the signal 
was given for a resumption of the upward trend in all 
types of business activity. Employment set a new high in 
December while the figure for total unemployment drop- 
ped. Automotive production is back in full swing and it is 
interesting to note the excellent reception by the publie of 
the ‘‘compact’’ ears. 

The stock market has been somewhat weak lately and 
while there are a number of obvious reasons for this it may 
be that in spite of the general optimism for booming busi- 
ness in 1960 the market is discounting far in advance a 
possible letdown in business activity later in the vear. 
Certainly the time to be cautious is when there is such a 
unanimous feeling of optimism for the ‘‘roaring sixties’’. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 


Shipments of asbestos fibre are expected to be fairly 
normal for this time of the season with navigation at a 
standstill. 

Shipments for the month of January 1960 are expect- 
ed to be comparable to those of January 1959. However, the 
Industry is expecting an increased fibre demand during 
1960 of approximately 8% to 10%. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. The resumption of steel production 
has greatly improved the demand for asbestos textiles, 
particularly asbestos cloth. The principal markets for as- 
bestos textiles are all dependent upon demands from heavy) 
industry. Every indication points to above normal activits 
in heavy industry for the balance of this year. Asbestos 
textile manufacturers may logically expect to participate in 
this sustained market.

Replacement sales should con- 
tinue at a new high throughout the year. Price competition 
is still present but the pressure is not as great as in early 
1959. The demand for the remainder of the vear should 
continue to increase in both replacement and equipment 
sales. 


Asbestos Saturated Paper. The Market at the present 
time for this product is strong and the demand is in- 
creasing. 


Asbestos-Cement Products. The Market for these pro- 
duets used for residential construction is seasonally low but 
the demand for materials used for commercial work, such as 
panels, is high for this time of the year. The outlook ap- 
pears good with strong emphasis on the home improvement 
business and inereasing use of sheets in commercial con- 
struction.

The settlement of the steel strike has 
released a certain volume of business that was held up, but 
it also resulted in intensified efforts on the part of the 
steel pipe producers. While heavy construction is rising, 
the fall in housing starts may well result in lower total 
industry sales as compared with last year. 


The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Construction contracts in the United States (excluding 
Alaska and Hawaii) in 1959 set an all-time record of $36.3 
billion, according to F. W. Dodge Corporation, despite de- 
clines in the last five months of the year. 

The total for the year was 3% ahead of 1958, the pre- 
vious record year. 

December contracts totalled $2,224,060,000, down 3% 
below December of 1958. 

Dodge vice president and chief economist George Cline 
Smith said that the December figures showed encouraging 
strength, despite the 3% drop. The December decline was 
the smallest in any of the past five months and the season- 
ally adjusted Dodge index actually rose from 231 in No- 
vember to 244 in December. Moreover, the drop in 
December was almost entirely the result of a steep decline 
in highway contracts, as the result of problems peculiar 
to that one area. Nearly everything else was up. 

Despite the general pessimism about the effects of high 
interest rates on housing, dollar volume of contracts for 
residential building at $993,185,000, set a new record for 
any December, 1% ahead of December 1958. It is true that 
the number of dwelling units covered by the contracts was 
down 3% from a year ago, but this was a very moderate 
decline, all things considered. 

But the real strength in contracts in December came in 
the non-residential building categories. There were very 
sharp increases in industrial, religious and hospital build- 
ings, and smaller gains in commercial and educational 
buildings. Non-residential building contracts in December 
totalled $790,238,000, up 6% from December 1958. 

Only in. heavy engineering was there real weakness, 
and this was largely confined to highways. Heavy engineer- 
ing contracts in December were $440,637,000, down 20% 
below December 1958. 

For 1959 as a whole, contracts and percentage changes 
from 1958 were as_ follows: Residential building, 
$17,149,677,000, up 17%; _ non-residential — building, 
$11,386,604,000, up 4% ; heavy engineering, $7,732,263,000, 
down 18% ; total construction $36,268,544,000, up 3%.
